An annual sponsored sleepout 
in aid of a Northampton-based 
centre which supports home¬ 
less and vulnerable people in 
the town, has raised a record- 
breaking £30,000. 

A total of 98 people braved 
freezing and rainy conditions 
to take part in the overnight 
sleepout at Christ Church, in 
Abington, Northampton on 
January 31. 

It is the sixth year the 
fund-raising event has been 
held and this week it was re¬ 
vealed the the total raised had 
smashed the previous record 
of £20,000. 

Sue Wright, community 
fund-raiser at the Northamp¬ 
ton Hope Centre, said: “These 
desperately-needed funds will 
be put towards our every-day 
running costs as we provide 
hot food, clothes and other 
support services for home¬ 
less or disadvantaged adults 
in the town. 


“We are very grateful to the 
businesses, organisations and 
everyone who took part and 
helped raise money for this 
year’s Big Sleepout. 

“In particular we would 
like to recognise the support 
of local companies who sup¬ 
plied food, cardboard and 
thermal socks, including Co¬ 
op, Asda, Sainsburys, 3663, 

Heat Holders, The Park Cafe 
and the Parish Priest and 
Church Council at Christ 
Church, who kindly allowed 
us to use the churchyard and 
parish rooms.” 

Among the people who 
took part this year was Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh, lead¬ 
er of Northampton Borough 
Council, and deputy leader 
Councillor Mary Markham. 

Councillor Mackintosh 
said: “Experiencing a little of 
what it means to be homeless 
and spending the night talk¬ 
ing to people who were either 
homeless or had been home¬

Quango comes to the 
end of its 10-year life 


The last-ever board meeting of 
a Government quango set up 
to regenerate Northampton, 
Daventry and Towcester has 
been held, marking the end 
of the organisation’s 10-year 
existence. 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) has taken charge of all 
the major planning decisions 
in the Northampton area since 
it was established in 2004. 

In its first few years of its 
existence WNDC struggled to 
make an impact in Northamp¬ 
ton but helped deliver change 
to Daventry and Towcester, 
including the construction of 
the iCon building and the Moat 
Lane development. 

From 2004 to 2009, the 
Government quango focused 
on delivering new homes and 
business space. 

WNDC also invested in 


the Upton Flood Mitigation 
Scheme and the development 
of the Royal & Derngate thea¬ 
tre in Northampton. 

However, in the past five 
years WNDC has switched its 
focus to more visible building 
projects in Northampton, in¬ 
cluding the new railway sta¬ 
tion, bus station and St John’s 
halls of residence. 

The other projects that 
make up WNDC’s so-called ‘Big 
Six’ include the Avon Nunn 
Mills development, which is 
set to be the site of the new 
University of Northampton 
campus, and Project Angel, 
the new office development 
for Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council. 

Speaking at the last WNDC 
board meeting, chairman 
John Markham said: “You 
only have to walk into North¬ 
ampton town centre to see the 
changes WNDC have made. 


Over the last five years we have 
really seen a lot of things hap¬ 
pening.” 

Roger Mendonca, WNDC’s 
chief operating officer said 
WNDC had invested around 
£i20m in the transformation 
of West Northamptonshire 
over the past decade. 

He said: “This has support¬ 
ed high-profile projects like 
the new Northampton Railway 
Station, as well as less promi¬ 
nent, but equally important 
work, spanning new roads, 
arts attractions and commu¬ 
nity facilities. With so many 
developments in full flow and 
even more to come, it’s an up¬ 
lifting time for the area.” 

Chris Garden, WNDC di¬ 
rector of regeneration and 
Development said: “I think the 
long-term impact of our work 
in Northampton is going to be 
tremendous. 

“The results may not be 


clear until around 10 years’ 
time, when people will be able 
to look around them and see 
the transformation that has 
taken place.” 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said it was 
an “end of an era for WNDC” 
but said he believed there 
would be a “smooth hando¬ 
ver” of powers to the local au¬ 
thority. 

WNDC board member Tim 
Hadland, who is also a North¬ 
ampton Borough Council cabi¬ 
net member for planning and 
regeneration, said the quan¬ 
go’s work had left a great legacy 
for the local authority. 

He said: “WNDC kept up 
business confidence in spite 
of the recession. It gave busi¬ 
nesses the confidence to in¬ 
vest in Northampton and that 
puts us in a great position for 
the future.” 


WNDC 'won us over with successes’ 


CRITICS of the West North¬ 
amptonshire Development 
Corporation said they had 
been won over by the quango’s 
success in recent years. 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton south Brian 
Binley, who was a persistent 
critic of WNDC in its early 
years, said he believed the 
quango had done a good job, 
particularly in getting the new 
train station built. 

He said: “I think WNDC 
listened to the views of the 


public and did a very good job 
delivering what they wanted. 

“At the end of the day you 
have to be thankful for what 
they have done.” 

Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Councillor John McGhee, 
leader of the Labour group, 
said it took WNDC a while 
to get going but it ended 
up putting a lot of building 
projects in place. 

He said: “I’ve never been 
a believer in quango’s but 
WNDC has achieved a lot.”

Anger after police 
smash wrong door 


Northamptonshire Police has 
apologised to a group of four 
housemates after “inaccurate 
information” resulted in 
officers smashing open their 
door as part of a drugs raid 
that went wrong. 

Chantelle Esposito was out 
walking her dog shortly before 
9am last Monday when three 
police cars and eight officers 
turned up outside her address. 

Ms Esposito said she was 
returning to her property 
when she saw the officers 
smashing her door open. 

In an attempt to stop them, 
Ms Esposito told them she 
had a key, but by that time 
the lock was already too badly 
damaged to use. 

Once inside the property, 
the officers carried out a 
search of the address and 
briefly hand-cuffed her 
housemate, Sam Spencer. 

After officers realised 
there were no drugs in 
the property, they left and 
arranged for the door to be 


“secured” but not replaced. 

Ms Esposito said she be¬ 
lieved the police had mis¬ 
takenly raided their address 
because they were searching 
for someone who moved out 
of the property some time 
ago. 

She said: “What worries 
me is that a judge gave them a 
warrant to come in. 

“I don’t think they carried 
out any surveillance on our 
property. I’m angry and upset. 
It honestly feels like we have 
been burgled and that is not 
something the police should 
do. 

“We don’t feel safe leaving 
the house unoccupied as the 
door still has three holes in 
it and could be easily broken 
into. It feels like they have 
come in and caused this 
massive problem and then 
walked away and shrugged 
their shoulders.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire Police 
said: “Acting on information, 
officers from our Safer 
Community Team attended 


a property and entered the 
building using a warrant 
under the Misuse of Drugs 
Act. 

“We forced entry into the 
property, but the information 
we had received proved to be 
inaccurate. We apologised for 
the disturbance caused and 
have arranged for the door to 
be repaired.” 


Drug raids 

■ A cannabis factory containing 
140 plants has been uncovered 
after Northamptonshire Police 
carried outa number of search 
warrants across the county on 
Monday. 

Warrants under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act and Theft Act were ex¬ 
ecuted at properties in Northamp¬ 
ton, as well as in Wellingborough, 
Bozeat and Rushden on Wednes¬ 
day, March 5. 

A warrant in Bozeat resulted in the 
discovery of a cannabis factory and 
approximately 140 cannabis plants 
were seized.

A new £38,000 Jaguar XJ is 
being bought by Northampton 
Borough Council to replace 
the mayoral car which was 
written off in a crash. 

The mayor’s luxury car was 
badly damaged after a BMW 
allegedly collided with the 
rear of it while the vehicle was 
waiting in stationary traffic on 
the A5 in Weedon in October 
last year. 

Councillor Les Marriott, 
the Mayor of Northampton 
who was in the vehicle at the 
time, said nobody was in¬ 
jured in the collision which 
caused extensive damage to 
the bumper of the Jaguar. 

As a result of the damage to 
the car, which had been used 
by different mayors of North¬ 
ampton for the past 14 years, 
the car was written off by in¬ 
surers. 

Councillor Marriott has 
since been using a range of 
vehicles to get to official en¬ 
gagements including a Ford 
Mondeo, Vauxhall Insignia, 
Range Rover and a Volkswa¬ 
gen Passat. He has also used 
Amber and Mayfair taxis to get 
round town. 

Councillor Marriott said: “I 
think people expect the mayor 
to turn up to engagements in 
a prestigious vehicle. Before 
the crash the car had been off 
the road for quite awhile [with 
another issue] and I have used 
various hire cars, taxis and I 
have driven myself. I say it was 
because of the number 13 in 
the year, but I have been un¬ 
lucky for various reasons dur¬ 
ing my time as mayor.” 

A spokeswoman for North- 
ampton Borough Council 
claimed there was no blame 
with the mayor’s driver and the 
council’s insurers were cur¬

the police can do. It’s mind¬ 
less and they don’t appreciate 
what they have done. It’s only 
because it’s such a robust car 
there wasn’t more damage.” 

Police went out to the 
bridge near the Mill Lane bri¬ 
dleway afterwards, but the 
youths had fled. 

They were also called out 
the day before for two similar 
incidents on the A45 at River¬ 
side, near Northampton, and 
one on the A45 near Stanwick 
on February 16. 

Police went out on each oc¬ 
casion after motorists report¬ 
ed children aged between 10 
and 14 were throwing objects 
at cars.

“Throwing objects from 
bridges on to vehicles which 
are moving quickly below is 
extremely dangerous and can 
lead to serious accidents and 
even deaths. 

“We believe gangs ofyoung 
children are responsible for 


these incidents and they and 
their parents need to know 
that their behaviour could 
have very serious consequenc¬ 
es both for them and the inno¬ 
cent drivers below. 

“The last thing we want to 
see is anyone losing their life 
on Northamptonshire’s roads 
because of the foolish behav¬ 
iour of children who should 
know better.” 

While these incidents have 
not resulted in serious injury, 
it is not the first time this has 
happened. 

HGV driver Laurence Mc- 
Court, 68, from the West Mid¬ 
lands, was killed instantly 
when a breezeblock smashed 
through the cab of his lorry on 
the A45 between Wellingbor¬ 
ough and Doddington in July 
2007. 

Police said they were not 
necessarily linking the recent 
incidents due to the different 
locations, but are keen to hear 
from anyone with information 
by calling 101.

Lorries will helpsay 
farewell to skips boss 


A procession of lorries and 
Rolls Royces will mark the fu¬ 
neral of one of Northampton’s 
most successful business¬ 
men.

John said: “He had a drive 
about him but he loved peo¬ 
ple most of all. The number 
of people he gave advice and 
direct financial help to must 
be in the thousands.” 

Mr B ell was involved in the 
business on a daily basis until 
about four months before his 
death. 

His funeral service was 
taking place today, Thursday, 
at Kingsthorpe Village Church 
from 12.30pm, when more 
than 500 friends and family 
were expected.

Hospital plan ‘cannot 
come soon enough’ 


St Edmund’s Hospital in Wellingborough Road was closed in 1999 


Plans to accelerate the 
renovation of the former 
St Edmund’s Hospital site in 
Northampton were agreed 
by the borough council, amid 
claims by neighbours the 
176-year-old building was 
overrun by rats, drug users 
and squatters. 

The authority is now set to 
work with English Heritage to 
bring the site back into an ‘ap¬ 
propriate use’ with the aim of 
submitting a planning appli¬ 
cation by the end of the year. 

Leader of the Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, David 
Mackintosh {Con, Rectory 
Farm) said: “The site has been 
neglected for far too long and 
local residents have had to put 
up with this for longer than 
they should have, until now. 
We are finally making some 
progress.” 

Conservative and Liberal 
Democrats councillors voted 
against a Labour motion to 
consider using compulsory 
purchase powers to buy the 


Wellingborough Road build¬ 
ings and land - once used as a 
workhouse in the 19th Century 
- outright without the need for 
permission from its owners, 
Kayalef Holdings, of Cyprus. 

The residents of the 
PEMBA estate, which sur¬ 
rounds the former hospital, 
which closed in 1999, said any 
renovation could not come 
soon enough. 

In the public speaking sec¬ 
tion of the meeting, Heather 
Murtagh, of Exeter Place, said: 
“We have a problem with rats, 


pigeons and feral cats breed¬ 
ing. A number of squatters are 
living there, who subsequently 
attract drug dealers, drinkers 
and prostitution, which spills 
over on to the estate, where 
these people defecate and uri¬ 
nate on nearby properties.” 

Chairman of the St Ed¬ 
munds Residents’ Association, 
Anne Wishart, said neigh¬ 
bours’ quality of life had suf¬ 
fered so much during 13 years 
‘of hell’, they should be rec¬ 
ompensed part of their coun¬ 
cil tax.

Wilder excited by Sixfields redevelopment 


ALTHOUGH the Cobblers’ on¬ 
field situation remains un¬ 
certain, solid progress off the 
pitch was met with an excited 
response by manager Chris 
Wilder this week.

It should be ready in time 
for next season and Wilder 
said: “We all knew about the 
development and there are 


not many clubs at this level 
that are looking to expand - a 
lot of them are pulling back, 
whether that be the youth 
team or the budget, because 
times are hard. 

“It’s a tough world out 
there but we’re looking to 
move forward. The ambition 
of the chairman in what he 


was doing came across when 
he spoke to me. When you see 
something like that happen¬ 
ing it gets you going and the 
players should respond too.” 

The Cobblers are on the 
road on Saturday when they 
travel to Morecambe in Sky 
Bet League Two, before host¬ 
ing Wimbledon next Tuesday. 
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
